Continuation of 1 3. Other: Applicants' remarks filed July 23, 2007 have been reviewed by the examiner, and it is clear to the examiner 
that issues with regard to both claim interpretation and scope (metes and bounds) of the claims remain. For example, Applicants use the 
term "anywhere" in referring to the Impact velocity range, but their arguments with regard to this term appear to focus on this term being 
read as "everywhere" instead of "anywhere". In addition, an issue still remains with regard to the metes and bounds of the claims since it 
is unclear as to how much Impact energy must be dissipated in order to be considered "a substantial portion". Based on these remaining 
issues, it is the examiner's position that the prior art-based rejection must be maintained as well. 
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
